AVENDMENT NO. .  Anmend House Bill 3489, by deleting
everything after the enacting clause and replacing it with

the fol |l ow ng:

Sec. 2. Authorization for Bonds. The State of Illinois
is authorized to issue, sell and provide for the retirenent
of limted obligation bonds, notes and other evidences of
i ndebt edness of the State of Illinois in the total principal

amount of  $3, 540, 715, 000 $2-851;970; 000 herein call ed

" Bonds". Such authorized anount of Bonds shall be reduced
fromtinme to time by anmounts, if any, which are equal to the
moneys received by the Departnment of Revenue in any fiscal
year pursuant to Section 3-1001 of +the "Illinois Vehicle
Code", as anmended, in excess of the Annual Specified Anpunt
(as defined in Section 3 of the "Retailers' CQOccupation Tax
Act", as anended) and transferred at the end of such fiscal
year fromthe General Revenue Fund to the Build 1Illinois
Purposes Fund as provided in Section 3-1001 of said Code;
provi ded, however, that no such reduction shall affect the
validity or enforceability of any Bonds issued prior to such
reducti on. Such amount of authorized Bonds shal | be

exclusive of any refunding Bonds issued pursuant to Section
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15 of this Act and exclusive of any Bonds issued pursuant to
this Section which are redeened, purchased, advance refunded,
or defeased in accordance with paragraph (f) of Section 4 of
this Act. Bonds shall be issued for the categories and
speci fic purposes expressed in Section 4 of this Act.

Sec. 4. Purposes of Bonds. Bonds shall be issued for the
foll ow ng purposes and in the approximte anmounts as set
forth bel ow

i ssuance and sal e of Bonds, including bond discounts, and for
pl anni ng, engi neeri ng, acqui sition, construction,
reconstruction, devel opnent, inprovenent and extension of the
public infrastructure in the State of [Illinois, including:
the meking of |loans or grants to | ocal governnents for waste
di sposal systens, water and sewer |ine extensions and water
distribution and purification facilities, rail or air or
wat er port inprovenents, gas and electric utility extensions,
publicly owned industrial and conmmercial sites, buildings
used for public admnistration purposes and other public
infrastructure capital inprovenents; the making of |oans or
grants to wunits of |local governnent for financing and
construction of wast ewat er facilities; refinancing or
retiring bonds issued between January 1, 1987 and January 1,
1990 by hone rule nunicipalities, debt service on which is
provided froma tax inposed by honme rule nmunicipalities prior
to January 1, 1990 on the sale of food and drugs pursuant to
Section 8-11-1 of the Home Rule Minicipal Retailers

Cccupation Tax Act or Section 8-11-5 of the Home Rule

Muni ci pal Service Occupation Tax Act; the making of deposits
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not to exceed $70,000,000 in the aggregate into the Water
Pollution Control Revolving Fund to provide assistance in
accordance wth the provisions of Title IV-A of t he
Environnental Protection Act; the planning, engineering,
acqui sition, constructi on, reconstruction, alteration,
expansi on, extension and inprovenent of highways, bridges,
structures separating highways and railroads, rest areas,
i nt erchanges, access roads to and from any State or |ocal
hi ghway and other transportation inprovenent projects which
are related to econom c devel opment activities; the making of
| oans or grants for planning, engineering, rehabilitation,
i nprovenent or construction of rail and transit facilities;
t he pl anni ng, engi neeri ng, acqui sition, constructi on,
reconstruction and i nprovenent of watershed, drainage, flood
control, recreation and related i nprovenents and facilities,
i ncl udi ng expenses related to | and and easenent acquisition,
rel ocation, control structures, channel work and clearing and
appurtenant work; the nmaking of grants for inprovenent and
devel opnment of zoos and park district field houses and
related structures; and the making of grants for inprovenent
and devel opnent of Navy Pier and rel ated structures.

(b) $139,301,500 $114;3041;500 for fostering economc

devel opnent and i ncreased enploynent and the well being of
the citizens of Illinois, including: the making of grants for

i nprovenent and devel opnent of MCorm ck Place and rel ated

structures; t he pl anni ng and construction of a
m croel ectronics research center, including the planning,
engi neering, construction, i nprovenent, renovati on and

acquisition of buildings, equipnent and related utility
support systens; the making of loans to businesses and
investnments in small businesses; acquiring real properties
for industrial or comercial site developnent; acquiring,
rehabilitating and reconveying industrial and conmmerci al

properties for the purpose of expanding enploynent and
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encouragi ng private and other public sector investnent in the
econony of Illinois; the paynent of expenses associated wth
siting t he Super conducti ng Super Col |'i der Particle
Accel er at or in I11inois and W th its acqui sition,

construction, maintenance, operation, pronotion and support;

t he maki ng of | oans for the planning, engineering,
acqui sition, construction, inprovenent and conversion of
facilities and equipnment which wll foster the use of

I1linois coal; the paynent of expenses associated wth the
pronotion, establishnment, acquisition and operation of snal
busi ness incubator facilities and agribusiness research
facilities, i ncl udi ng the |ease, purchase, renovation,
pl anni ng, engineering, construction and mai nt enance of
buil dings, wutility support systens and equi pnment designated
for such purposes and the establishnent and maintenance of
centralized support services within such facilities; and the
maki ng of grants or loans to units of [|ocal governnent for
Ur ban Devel opnent Action Gant and Housing Partnership
pr ogr ans.

(c) $851, 308, 600 $559;128;600 for the developnment and

i mpr ovenent of educat i onal , scientific, technical and
vocational progranms and facilities and the expansion of
health and human services for all <citizens of Illinois,
i ncludi ng: the making of construction and inprovenent grants
and loans to public libraries and library systens; the making
of grants and |oans for planning, engineering, acquisition
and construction of a new State central [ibrary in
Springfield; the planning, engineering, acquisition and
construction of an aninmal and dairy sciences facility; the
pl anni ng, engineering, acquisition and construction of a
canpus and all related buildings, facilities, equipnment and
materials for Richland Comunity Coll ege; the acquisition,
rehabilitation and installation of equipnment and naterials

for scientific and historical surveys; the making of grants
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or loans for distribution to eligible vocational education
i nstructional prograns for the wupgrading of vocational
educati on prograns, school shops and | aboratories, including
the acquisition, rehabilitation and installation of technical
equi prent and materials; the making of grants or |oans for
distribution to eligible |ocal educational agencies for the
upgr adi ng of math and science instructional prograns,
including the acquisition of instructional equipnment and
mat eri al s; m scel | aneous capi tal I nprovenent s for
universities and comunity colleges including the planning,
engi neeri ng, constructi on, reconstruction, r enodel i ng,
i nprovenent, repair and installation of capital facilities
and costs of planning, supplies, equipnent, material s,
services, and all other required expenses; the making of
grants or loans for repair, renovation and m scellaneous
capital inprovenents for privately operated colleges and

universities and community col |l eges, including the planning,

engi neeri ng, acqui sition, construction, reconstruction,
renodeling, inprovenent, repair and installation of capital
facilities and costs of planning, supplies, equi pment ,

materials, services, and all other required expenses; and the
maki ng of grants or Jloans for distribution to |[ocal
governments for hospital and other health care facilities
i ncl udi ng t he pl anni ng, engi neeri ng, acqui sition,
construction, reconstruction, renodeling, inprovenment, repair
and installation of capital facilities and costs of planning,
suppl i es, equi pnrent, materials, services and all other
requi red expenses.

(d) $150, 150, 900 $148; 650; 900 for protection,

preservation, restoration and conservation of environnental
and natural resources, including: the making of grants to
soil and water conservation districts for the planning and
i npl enentation of conservation practices and for funding

contracts with the Soil Conservation Service for watershed
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pl anni ng; the making of grants to units of [|ocal governnent
for the <capital developnent and inprovenent of recreation
areas, including planning and engineering costs, sewer
projects, including planning and engi neering costs and water
projects, including planning and engi neering costs, and for
t he acquisition of open space |ands, including the
acqui sition of easenents and other property interests of |ess
than fee sinple ownership; the acquisition and related costs
and devel opnent and nmanagenent of natural heritage |ands,
including natural areas and areas providing habitat for
endangered species and nongame wldlife, and buffer area
| ands; the acquisition and rel ated costs and devel opnent and
managenent of habitat lands, including forest, wldlife
habitat and wetlands; and the renoval and disposition of
hazar dous substances, including t he cost of pr oj ect
managenent, equi pnent, |aboratory analysis, and contractual
servi ces necessary for preventative and corrective actions
related to the preservation, restoration and conservation of
t he environnment, including deposits not to exceed $60, 000, 000
in the aggregate into the Hazardous Waste Fund and the
Brownfi el ds Redevel opnent Fund for inprovenents in accordance
with the provisions of Titles V and XVII of the Environnental
Protection Act.

(e) The amount specified in paragraph (a) above shal
i ncl ude an anmobunt necessary to pay reasonable expenses of
each issuance and sale of the Bonds, as specified in the
rel ated Bond Sal e Order (hereinafter defined).

(f) Any unexpended proceeds from any sal e of Bonds which
are held in the Build Illinois Bond Fund my be wused to
redeem purchase, advance refund, or defease any Bonds
out st andi ng.
